And 
not only did this State furnish more men 
to the North than to the South, but she 
furnished more to the Union arms than 
any three New England States outside 
of Massach and more than Iowa 
and Kansas put together. 

Mr. Bland was a Union man during the 
war, as was his entire family, one of his 
brothers serving as a Federal Major 
throughout the war. 

Lincoln once said that the border States 
during the war were the homes of the 
best type of fighting Americanism. Mis- 
sourl was one of these and Richard P. 
Bland is her son. 


A BATTLE ABBEY.
